Crops To Soon Hit 
Northern Markets 


Each day and week sees our 
rather large acreage of produce 
coming toward the maturity and 
harvesting time. Beans are 
showing good growth, cold 
weather has aided to bring on 
a good quality of celery; and 
leaf and root crops are reported 
as excellent. Another ten days 
will be ‘seeing some activities. 
about the packing plants. Those 
who have had vegetables to 
market have been very much 
satisfied with prices obtained. 

A report released by the Fed- 
eral Department of Agriculture, 
this week, shows that the na- 
tion's harvest of crops for 1949 
was a bumper one, being the| 
largest average report since 
1932. Had there not been some 
weather element trouble in some 
sections, it would have been an 
all time record. Indications are 
that the Department may put 
on some controls on farming 
activities for 1950, on cotton, 
peanuts, tobacco, rice, potatoes, 
and soybeans.

TO CITIES IN JANUARY 


Cities which levy no real 
estate tax for operations may 
cut down on their debt service 
millage to become elegible for 
their portion of the 5-cent cig- 
arette tax, Attotney Gene&al 
Richard Ervin has ruled. He ad- 
vised Alex MacWiliam, recently 
re-elected mayor of Vero Beach, 
that it might reduce debt serv- 
ice taxes since it has no oper- 
ating levy. The state law re- 
quires a city to reduce its real 
estate tax by at least a half 
each year, to be eligible to get 
the proceeds of the cigarette 
tax. 


From another quarter, Comp- 
troller C. M. Ga: 
that cities will not get any of the 
“smokes” money until the mid- 
dle of January. It is collected 
by the state beverage depart- 
ment, and they have to get re- 
ports from all collections before 
they can divide it up for return 
to the cities.
